met the Black Knight with ſuch Violence, that -they 
ſhivered their -Lances, and forced him to quit one «f 
his Stirraps, while Briſter himſelf was beaten back 
upon his Horſe's Crupper. No loner had they re. 
covered their Seats, but both drew their Swords, and 
began a very fierce Combat, waich, after a ſharp 
Diſpute, ended in a Conqueſt on the Black Enight' 
Side; for Bruſter, having lot the Uſe of his Sword 
Arm, turned Tail, and fled towards the Camp; which 
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Wo amazed Sicanus and all the Perſians, that they ef- 


een ed the Black Knight to be rather a Devil than a 
an, ſeeing that after three ſuch dangerous Combats 
e ſtood immoveable, brandiſhing his Sword; ard bid- 
ng Defiance to Per/ia. 

On the other Side, the Queen and Princeſs ſeeing 
hat Wonders he had done in their Behalf, not know- 
ng of whence he was, ſent a Page to invite him to

| tune. But, alas! the.beſt of Men, and the greateſt of 
Princeſſes, are equally (and perhaps more) ſubje& to 
the Frowns of adverſe Fate, than the meaneſt Peaſant: 
For by this Time the King of Bobemia's Aff ils requi- 
ring his Return into his own Country, it was requiſite 
that Par:i/mus and his Princeſs ſhould attend him; where- 
upon great Preparation (and Sorrow) being made for 
their Departure, at the Time prefixed they took a ſad 


and ſolemn Leave of the Court of Thebes ; Dionyſius, 


with all his Nobles attended them to the Frontier of his 
Dominions, and returned with Grief for the Loſs of 
ſuch royal Company. | OO 
But it muſt not be forgotten, that Po//ipus, who re- 
ſolved to accompany Pari/mus into Bohemia, during his 
Reſidence in Thebes, chanced to be enamoured of a Mer- 
chant's'only Daughter, named Violetta; but ſhe, out of 
a private Kindneſs ſhe bore to the Prince, notwithſtand- 
ing his Marriage, and the Impoſſibility of enjoying him, 
reſolved to feek her Fortune with him in Bohemia; to 
which End, atiring herſelf in the Habit of a Page, 
ſhe came to Court, and ſoon got Admittance into the 
Princeſs's Service; ſo in a ſhort Time they got to the 
Port, and ſoon ſailed for Bohemia, but the Veſſels being 
ſmall Yatchs or Pleaſure- Boats, and their Attendance 
numerous, it was thought fit that Pariſmus, Laurana, 
Pollipus, Leda, and Violetta (now called Adonius) ſhould 
go in one Yatch, and the King of Bohemia, with his At- 
tendants in another; long they had not failed, but ſo 
fierce a Tempeſt aroſe, that the Ships ſoon loſt one an- 
other, and the Prince's Mariners were ſtrongly driven to 
the Leeward, and in Danger of ſtranding, cut their 


Shrouds, and took off their Maſts by the Board; but the

Bohemia. Pariſmus and Laurana being a Comfort to

No ſooner had the 
Pirates Notice of this Advantage, but preſently they 
broke up their Hatches, ſurprifing and ſecuring the Sea- 
men Pariſinus had left on board, and ſinking the Prince's 
Yatch to prevent Purſuit, ſet Sail for the Iſland of Rocks, 


to which they belonged. Pari/mus with the reſt aſhore, 


ſeeing the Diſaſtzr, would have done any Thing to ſtop 
them in their Flight ; but being ſenſible that doing Vio- 
lence to himſelf, was no Means of offering any to 
them, with great Wiſdom (I cannot ſay much Patience) 
he attended the Veſſel with his Eyes, while ſhe was in 
Sight, and afterwards with Prayers for the Safety of 
Laurana, who, poor Lady, was all this while inſenfible 
of her Misfortune ; and only wondered at the tedious 
Abſence of her Lord.

In the mean while, the Pu 
ſuers, ſeizing the Gates of the City, entered Pell- me 
with the Fliers, the two Kings being the ſoremoſt, whe 
they ſew theſe Men would not ſtand the Fight; ho 
ever being within the Walls, the Cries of the Ladiey 
their Wives and Children, &c, made them renew a delſÞ"0u! 
perate Fight, in the Square before the Palace; an abou 
though Pariſmenos, who had been ſo much injured bie N 
Maxim 
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Maximus, yet in reſpect he was Angelica's Father, la- 
I boured all he could to ſave him; whilſt in a deſpe- 
Jiate Manner he thruſt himſelf into the Middle of the 
IThrong, he could not do it, for, being beaten down by 
i a Bohemian Knight, he miſerably periihed, being tram- 
pled to pieces under the Horſes Feet; and the Pro- 
phecy at his Daughter's Birth was fulfilled by his Raſh- 
0 neſs and Folly, the which, by Prudence, might have 
been avoided, Upon this the King of Hbia fled with 
his broken Troops out at the Poſterns of the City, re- 
* turning into his own Country, with Shame, and the 
TLo's of thirty thouſand Men. 
| The City being thus won, the Soldiers were com- 
; manded to ſpare both the Lives and Goods of the 
{Citizens ; and Pariſinenos haſted to the Palace, to ſe· 
” cure his dear Angelica from any Violence that might 
0 happen; at the Entrance of which he found Marcellus 
with his Sword drawn, ard a ſtrong Guard to ſe- 
:q;Ycure it; but he no ſooner made himſelf known, but, 
> le throwing down his Sword, Marcellus embraced him, 
NAcrying. Ah! my dear Brother, to what wonderful 
lof Providence do we owe your Life, whole Death, only 
. yo reported, has cauſed ſuch Sorrow on me and my Siſ- 
eraſer? Hereupon, Pari/menos told him all that had 
befel him, fo that with much Joy they went to An- 
D rlica's Chamber, who, at the Sight of her dear 
ard night, fancying it could be no other than his Ghoſt, 
od Mad liked to have ſwooned away; but he embracin 
d nllber tenderly, and making her ſee it was he bimſelf, 
red Ind no Shadow, weeping over each other awhile, they 
e pullecounted the Hardſhips they had endured; and now 
1-8 began to conſider, that Heaven ſmiled on them, to 
whelmake them amends; yet the fair Angelica was much 
hoyoncerned, when ſhe heard her Father was dead; but 
adi ariſmenos ſhewing her it was his own Rathneſs 
a defÞÞ1ought him to it; and how he, for ber Sake, had 
; anboured to ſave him, who had been his mortal Enemy, 
ed be was better comforted ; and, in a great Aſſembly 
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of the States, Marcellus was appointed King inſtead 


of his Father, ard afterwards married the Lady Dal. 


cia, who had ſuffered ſo many Hardſhips for him, li- 


ving happily with her all his Days. 


And now, the Court being full of Nobility, by the 
Arrival of Camillus, the King of Thrace, and divers 
others who had brought Armies to right the Injuries 
of Pariſmenos, great Preparations, by the Conſent of 
all, were made for his Marriage with Angelica, whom 
they allowed ſo worthily to have deſerved her; but as 


the Cuſtom of the Country was, ſhe going to Hymen' $ 


Temple to offer Sacrifice, very ſlenderly guarded, was 
taken thence by Ius, King of Tunis, but reſcued from 
him by Iconius, a baniſhed Duke of Nota/ia, who 
lived in a Deſert. 


This unexpected Misfortune cauſed great Grief, and;

in Iconius's Abſence, going to raviſh her, Auna, her 
Maid, killed him with his ov:n Dagger, and dragged 
his Body into a Pit, covering it over with Stones, 
During this, Iconius had met with Pariſmenos, on the 
Edge of the Foreſt, who was ſtill in Purſuit of his 
fair Princeſs, and, after a ſhort Conteſt between them, 


they agreed with Fr ends, and Tcontus invited him to 


his Cave; when entering in, and ſeeing the Track 
of Jrus's Blood, and going to the Pit, and finding 


him there * he charged the Murder upon Anna, 


who boldly confeſſed it, telling him for what Reaſon 


ſhe had done it; whereupon, in a Rage he drew his 


Sword, wrapped his Hand in her Hair, and cffered 


to kill her; but Pariſmenos ſtopped his Hand, defi- 


ring him, as all Knights ought, to be more gentle to 
a Damſel; for certainly her tender Heart could not 
do ſo cruel a Deed without a great Provocation ; but 
he perſiſting in his Fury, - Pari/menos forced her looſe, 
and told him, if he would kill her, he ſhould make 
his 
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his Way through him to her Heart whereupon a. 


ferce Combat began, in which the Prince was Con- 
queror, laying him at his Feet, who, begging Mercy, 
had his Life ſpared; upon which Pari/menos lifting up 
his Helmit, Auna no ſooner eſpied, by the Twilight 
that entered into the Cave, but running to him with 
open Arms, ſaid, Oh, my dear Lord, and thereupon 
embraced him: He thought he knew her Face, but 
by her Voice he was perfectly convinced that it was 
Princeſs Augelica's Maid, and thereupon his Heart 
leap'd for Joy, in Hopes, ſhe being taken with her, 
her Miſtreſs was not far off; which ſhe ſoon confirm- 
ed, telling him the whole Story; wh: reupon, haſting 
by her Directions into a melancholy Retirement with- 
in the Cave, he found his diſconſolate Princeſs, who, 
fuppoſing him to be IJconius returned, (for ſhe had 
heard nothing of the Combat) ſhe intreated him to 
take away her Life, rather than keep her in ſuch me- 
lancholy Sadneſs for the Want of her Lord Pari/- 


menos, and fo went on to expreſs the kind Affection 


ſhe had for him, which did not a little overjoy him; 


but when Floods of Fears burſt from her fair Eyes, 


he could no longer conceal himſelf; his Sight, ſo un- 
expected, was to her as the Appearance of an An- 
pel; ſhe dried up her Tears, and embraced him ten- 


derly, and, telling him ſome good Offices Iconius had 


done her, he took Pity of him, and cauſed Anna to 
unlace his Helmet and dreſs his Wounds, ſo that in a 
ſhort Time he recovered, and thereupon they pre- 
pared to depart to Bohemia, and concluded it the ſa- 
felt Way to paſs by Sea, ſeeing there were ſo many 
Foreſts and dangerous Places to go through by Land. 


Iconius no ſooner knew this, but he proffered to go 


with him, and got ſafe Paſſage, bargaining with one 
Theoretus, a Merchant, to carry them into Germany, 
but, by the Way, being bribed by a Sclavonian 
Knight, who beheld the Beauty of the Princeſs, and 
was Paſſenger in the Ship, to carry them to his Coun- 
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try, where he thought, by Force or Perſuaſion, to gain 


the Lady to his Luſt; but being on the Coaſt of that 
Country, the angry Heavens began to frown at ſuch 
Treachery, ſothata mighty Tempeſt ſwelling the Seas, 
the Ship was driven on a Rock and broken all to 
Pieces; but Providence ſo ordered it, that Par:/wmenorand 
Angelica, floating on a Plank, were taken up by a Fiſh- 
erman, and landed in The//aly, where having News 
that Pariſnus and Laurana were then at the T hr/[alian 
Court, they repaired thither, and were highly wel- 


comed by them, and Dionyſius, their Grandfather, 


and, by the general Conſent of all, they were mar- 
ried with all imaginable Pomp and Royalty, feaſting 


| being held for forty Days; and many brave Enzoun- 
ters in Juſting happened, wherein the princely Bride- 


groom exceeded all other Knights in Valour, as much 
as his royal Bride did all the other Ladies in Beauty, 
and the excellent Adornment of her Mind; And fo 


all their Days they lived in great Joy and Felicity, 


enjoying, after their Grandfather's Death, the The/- 


ſalian Crown, leaving only a Son and a Daughter be- 
bind them, whoſe Fame has fince filled the World 


with Wonder and Eſteem. 


The End of the Second Part. 
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ERS APE 
Of the happy Marriage of Pariſmenos, and 


the Princeſs Angelica, with the Birth of 


tbeir Son Pariſmenides, together with the 
Death of Dionyſius, Cc. 


OON after the happy Marriage of Pariſmenos 


and Angelica was celebrated with all imaginable + 


Pomp and Grandeur, and the Princeſs found her 
Womb increaſe with a growing Burthen, to the 


tranſcendent Satisfaction of the wicle Kingdom. 


Great Care was taken to prevent Miſcarriage, and 
ſhe was delivered of a fair Son, ſmiling even at his 
Birth, thereby, like Hercules, promiſing Wonders 


when he ſhould come of Age. His Birth, Features, 


and promiſing Virtue, gave unſpeakable Joy to the 
whole Court, inſomuch that for forty Days there 
was nothing but Feaſting and Acts of Chivalry per- 
formed; in the latter of which, Pari/mus, Pariſ- 
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menos, and Pollipus, undertook to Juſt againſt all Co- 
mers, and ſo nobly behaved themſelves, that they 
unhorſed many Knights of great Renown ; but to 
name the Particulars that paſſed, would, I fear, Be 
+ hoo tedious to the Reader, therefcre let it ſuffice then, 
that nothing was omitted that may be accounted brave 
and preat. 

But this Scene of Joy was ſoon after obſcured with 
a Cloud of Sorrow, for the Death of Diony/izs, King 
of Toady, who, bequeathing his Crown and Do- 


minions to Pari/menos.and Angelica, died indeed ina. 


good old Age, full of Honour, gained not only by 
many Victories, but more by his Courteſy and Aﬀa- 
bility, being a Lover of Viriue, and making it his 
Delight to encourage virtuous and well deſerving 
Men: He was buried in great Pomp in the City of 
Thebes, and had a ſtately Monument erected to his 
Memory, with this Inſcription: 


Acre lies Great Dionyſius, whoſe due Praiſe, 
Fame thro' the World ſhall ſpread to after Days, 
In Youth none valianter was found than he, 

In Age firie Virtue, Love and Piety, 
A Sor and Sire to Kings; had he been neither, 
"Tis Praiſe enough he was Laurana's Father. 


After the Funeral Solemnities were over, to change 
the doleful Scene of Sorrow, Pari/menos and Angelica 
were crowned, and being ſettled in Honour, Peace, 
and Tranquility, receiving willing Homage from 
their Subjects, Pariſmencs and Laurana, aftor many 
Endearments departed to Bohemia, where at their 
arrival, they were receiv'd with great rejoycing ; 
alſo young Marcellus, Brother to Angelica, taking leave 
departed into his own Country, as did many other 
Princes, ſome to look after their Aﬀairs at Home, 
and ofhers to ſeek Adventures Abroad. 
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Whilſt Angelica and Pariſmenos were wrapt in a. 


houſand Joys, often reflecting upon their former 
zufferings and Misfortunes, concluding, by a mira- 


ulous Providence, they were now at an end, and 


heir happy Days ſmil'd on 'em, and bleſſed in a 
opeſul Infant; whom, in his Baptiſm, as I have 
old you, they named Pariſmenides, a Name ſignify- 
ng he deſcended f.om the Royal Stock of Bohemia, 
uriſmus and Dionyſius being Godfathers, and the fair: 
joletta Godmother, an unlucky chance befel, that 
dampt their Joys, for ſo it happened, that ſeveral 
noble Perſons coming to wait on them, ont of fe- 
pet to their Fame and Virtue, Pariſinenos, after a 
oyal Entertainment given, invited them to hunt in 
neighbouring Fo elt; where the Huntſmen, ha. 
ving lodged their Game before-hand, to make the 
Recreation more eaſy, ſoon rouzed a furious Boar, 
at whom the Dogs, being uncoupled, purſued with 
aloud Cry; the B ar entered into the thickeſt of the 


Foreſt, to ſhelter himſelf from his Purſuers, and held 


them a tedious Chaſe, ſomet mes turning to fight 
and diſperſe the Dogs, killing and woundir g many of 
them; and again, when he ſound he was hard beſet, 
turning tail and flying, till at laſt he came to a ſteep 
Rock, that almoſt thwarted the Foreſt; here he 


made a ſtand, not being able to get further, and, 


whilſt he held the Dogs at Play, Pari/mencs thruſt his 
Javelin ſo far into his Breaſt, that, with a great Cry, 


de fell down dead, which cauſed a greet Shout; his 


horrible Head he ſiruck off with his Sword, and: 
preſented it to the Queen, who ordered the Wood- 
men to carry it, and the Carcaſe, to the Palace. It 
being now near Sun-ſet all the Company prepared to 
return, when lo, on a ſudden, a Night, black as 
Egyptian Darkneſs, overſpread the Face of the Hea- 
vens, over-ſhadowed with thick Miſts and thick 
Fogs, at which, whilſt they were wondering, it be- 
gun from the four Quarters of the Foreſt to thun- 
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der and lighten horribly, which, taken all together, 
ſeemed as if Hell was broke looſe, and the Fiends in 
hoſtile Manner were come to aſſault them, inſomuch 
that the boldeſt was not without ſome Apprehenſion of 
Danger, as concluding the diſmal Event proceeded 
from no natural Cauſe; in vain they ſought to get

of all they could do, they were forced to wander till 
the Morning, when, the Sun rifing fair, the Enchant- 
ment, for no other it was, being diſſolved, they eaſily 
paſſed to the Piains, and from thence marched to the 
Palace, wondering at what befel them, yet little 
dreamt to what End it tended. |

reaſon of their Abſence; and Pa iſmenos believing it 
to be ſo, yet wondering their Sorrow ſhould conti- 


nue, ſeeing they were ſafely returned, and began to 
relate what had befel in the Foreſt, but was inter- 


rupted by the young Prince's two Nurſes, who fell 
at his Feet, wringing their Hands, and pouring 
forth Floods of Tears, craying Mercy, and entreat- 


ing 
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ing him to ſpare them from that Death they had 


juitly deſerved, in not being more careful of their 
Charge, for, whilſt a heavy Drowſineſs fell upon 
them, their young Lord Pari/menides was ſtole out of 
the Cradle, and carried they knew not whither, nor 
by whom, fince their Search, in Order to his Reco- 
very, had been in vain: They further added, they 


were awakened by a ſweet Harmony of Muſick, but 


too late; for they found him gone, and the Doors 
open, that ſome Time before had been ſtrongly bolt- 


Jed. This unexpected News ſtruck the King, Queen, 


and all their Train for a while dumb, with all inex- 


Ipreſſible Grief and Sorrow, and. indeed no Words 
can paint out the Agony it put them into: Much

Till at laſt the Chariot vaniſhed from their Sight" - 
which they looked upon as a Prodigy, but knew nof** 
further Meaning in it. Notwithſtanding this Light Plac 
into the Matter, Pariſnus and Angelica were ſo diſ4*9 * 
ſatisfied at this great Loſs, that they could not reſiſ up; 
eontented, till they had ſent Meſſengers to make dili- tO 
gent Search in every Kingdom or Iſland they could Pov 
fancy he might be carried into, lading them with ed“ 
Riches, in Order to defray their Charges, or bribe left 
him, if it might be, out of the Hands of his Keepers, Rul 
if they ſhould happen to find him; or ſend Word,“ c 
and he would come in Perſon with an Army, if 1 ig 
needed, and reſcue him, vowing within fix Months, tc 00 
travel all the World over in Search of him, if in theſ the 
mean Time ke heard no certain News of him. Andſ wi 
now the fa r Angelica being with Child again, in full 
Time was delivered of a beautiful Daughter, whom ſhe Ap 
named Angelica, and was in ſome Meaſure eaſy for theſ Pe. 
Loſs of hier Son, and the rather, becauſe it was prog tur 
phecied ſhe ſhould ſee him again. Ard under theſel ful 
Circumſtances I muſt for a while leave the roya Ki 
Mourners, and follow young Pari/menides, to ſee what] a 
became of him. mi 
You may wonder now who it was that enchantedſ an 
the valiant Pariſinenos in The/alian Foreſt, and, du- lar 
zing that Time, ſtole away the young Prince, whilſt 
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is Nurſes ſlept: I tell you it was Bellona, à famous 
Eachantreſs, always favourable to the Princes of 
Greece, and particularly to the The/alian Kings, who, 
Iconſulting the Book of Fate, and finding this young 
Prince was deſigned for mighty Things, concluded, 
that the Eaſe and Riot incident to Princes Palaces, 
which the Over-fondneſs of his Parents would much 
eclipſe in Glory ; to prevent which, ſhe conveyed 
him to a remote Place, where his younger Years 
ſhould be inured to Hardſhip and Toil, and that by 
Arms, he ſhould ſeek to raiſe his Renown, being al- 
together ignorant of his Birth, In order to which, 
ſhe conve. ed him, wrapt in a Cloud, to an Iſland in 
the Black Sea, and committed him to a Hermit, who 
was all the human Creatures that inhabited this ſolitary 
Place, leaving a Bow and Arrows, with an enchant- 
ed Sword and Launce, to be given him when he grew 
vp; the firſt to exerciſe his childiſh Years, and the 
two laſt to overcome in all Combats, and prevent the 
Power of Enchanters over him, when he ſhould be 
able to ſignalize himſelf in Feats of Arms: Alſo ſhe 
left a Bracelet of Gold, enchaſed with Diamonds and 
Rubies, that was put about his Wriſt by the fair Au- 

ge ica, as ſoon as he was born, which, as it was de- 
igned, proved lucky afterwards, in bringing him the 
ſooner to the Knowledge of his Parents, and preſerving 
them from the extreameſt Danger of their Lives, as 
will appear in the Series of this Hiſtory. 

The aged Hermit, who was a great Philoſopher 
and Aftrologer, look ing earneſtly on the Infant, and 
perceiving by his Phyſiognomy, what mighty For- 
tune the Stars had deſtined to him, received him joy- 
fully of the Enchantreſs, who was indeed his near 
Kinſwoman; upon which the Enchantreſs, cutting 
a Hole in the Earth, and pouring Water into it, after 
Jmuttering ſome Words, a mighty Whirl-wind aroſe, 
and carried her through the Air, to her enchanted Iſ- 
land, a vaſt Diſtance thence in the Jonian Gulph. Up- 
on 
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on her Departure, the He: mit preſently began to take 
Care of his Charge, when, going to gather Ruſhes 
to makea Cradle; the Infant waking, wept for Lack 
of Food, which a flately Hind hearing, left her Fawn, 
and running into the Cave, offered her ſwelling Teats 
to its pretty Mouth, on which, prompted by the In- 
ſtinct of Nature, be greedily ſeized, and hung ſuck- 
ing when the Hermit returned: So that this he looked 
upon as a Prodigy ; and from thenceforth ſhe came 
every Day to ſuckle him, till he was grown up, and 
could be ſuſtained by Roots, and ſuch other Things 
as could be got in that Place, and now where the 
Hermit had lived many Years. 

As our young Prince grew up, and could talk, the 
old Hermit 1nitructed him in the Sciences, taught 
him to read and write, and how to handle his Bow 
and Quiverr, ſhewing him his Sword and Launce, and 
telling him their Virtues, which was, he that bore 
them ſhould never be vanquiſhed by Man or Beaſt, 
nor in Danger of any Enchaniment. This made our 
Prince heedfully view them, ſmiling the while, and 
then pauſing, demanded, if there were any more 


Peoplein the World at that Time, he would ſee them. 


Theſe laſt Words greatly enlarged his Thoughts, to 
know and converſe with them; ſo, in Hopes to find 
them, he often traverſed the Woods with his Bow 
and Quiver, ever bringing Home ſome 'Trophy of 


Victory, ſoon becoming the exacteſt Markſman in 


tke World, for whatſoever he ſhot at, he hit; when 
one Day, being in Purſuit of his Game, he ſaw the 
Hind, who had ſuccoured him, hoily purſued by a 
Panther, at which, being greatly troubled, he re- 
ſolved to reſcue her, though at any. Hazard ; who no 
ſooner ſaw him, but flew to him for Refuge, in a be- 
ſeeching Manner: The Panther, whom ſhe outſtript, 

was by this Time come near, when Pari/menides drew 
an Arrow to the Head, and ſhot him full in the Breaſt; 
the Arrow pierced his Heart, and dead he fell to the 


Ground, 
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Ground, with a diſmal Howl. The Hind perceiving 


her Enemy flain, tell at her Deliverer's Feet, licking 


and watering them with. Tears, as it might ſeem, in 
Gratitude, and ſor Joy of their ſo lucky Meeting; 
he, in return of her former Kindneſs, ſtrok' d her gen- 
tly, and gave her ſome wild Fruits he had gathe:'d, but 
ſhe would not leave him, till fhe had waited on him 
to his Cave. This Relation made by him, of his 
Valour and Gratitude, pleaſed the Hermit, but, 
fearing his Courage would carry him into Danger, 
for there were many furious Beaſts in the Iſland, he 
ordered him to carry his Spear and Sword with him 


as a ſurer Defence; and going with him where the 


Panther lay dead, they found a Device to take off his 
ſpotted Skin, and, by rubbing it with Bark. and dry- 
ing it in the Sun, they brought it to Limberneſs, 
that the good old Hermit, making Needles of Fiſh- 
bones the Tide caſt on the Shore, and wich che Thread 
of the Bark of an Axle: tree, he made this young He- 


ro a Coat of Mail, the Head ſerving him for a Mur- 


rion, which being put on, he looked like Hercules, 
returning from his Nemean Slaughter of his Lions: 


And now his Strength encreaſing, the wild Beaſts 


fell every Day by his Hand, which rendered him ſo 
terrible to them, that they not only feet to aſ- 
ſault him, but fled his Preſence. 

One Day fitting by the Sea-Side, whilſt he was mu- 
ſing how he came to this deſolate Place, having now 


in his Mind ſome former Ideas of a better, and won- 


dering he ſaw not all this while thoſe People the 
Hermit had told him of, a ſmall Bark, richly pilt, 
with ſpreading Sails, made directly towards him; 1 
yet could he ſee neither Pilot, nor Mariner, only a 
beautiful Lady fitting on the Stern, adorned with 
Embroderies of Gold and Pearl, powdered and be- 
decked with Diamonds, weeping as one in Diſtreſs, 


looking lovely in her Tears, and, as the Bark drew
